The Townward Drift. 

More than one member of the 
Legislature suggested during the 
debate on the address that the 
schools are ‘‘educating boys off 
the farm.’’ If or to what extent 
that is true it does not brand the 
school system of Alberta as being 
different from, those of other 
provinces, for like complaint is 
heard there too. 

There is no denying the fact 
that most of the country boys who 
get a college education turn their 
backs on the farm forever. But 
there is another relevant fact to 
be made note of. Far more coun- 
try boys flock to the cities who 


have not had much schooling, and | that suggested it. Whatever hap-|is merely foolish, It is not necessary 


wher do not go there in order to 
att anand follow a professional 
career. The factory and the shop 
and the industrial trades take 
more boys off the farm than the 
college does. The latter in most 
cases probably does nothing more 
than fit for some other occupation 
boys who never ‘would have stayed 
on the farm in any case. But the 
city job—with its apparently high 
pay, regular hours and larger fa- 


off hours—pulls boys away frorn 
the farm by hundreds who other- 
wise would without doubt stay 
on the land. 

So far as the public school ex- 
erts an influence in the townward 
drift of young people it is to be 
suspected that this is done nega 
tively rather than positively. There 
is nothing in the course of studies 
deliberately designed to coax boys 
and girls away from the farms to 
the cities, and little that is actu- 
ally likely to do so. Unfortun- 
ately there has not been as much 
as there might have been that 
would turn their thoughts to the 
advantages of country as against 
city life. It is no part of the duty 
of a Government to prevent young 
people leaving the farms and going 
to the cities if they want to, nor 
to distort the educational systein 
with that object in view. But it 
is in the interests alike of the in- 
dividual and the community that 
the boys and girls should be able 
to make the choice deliberately
